The Royal Commission. 

M»-. Sprout's Answer. 

A DOCUMENT WELL WORTH EEAD- 
ING. 



July 27tb, 1871. 

The CommisBion sat ngain yostordny, af- 
ter an intermission of about two iuojiUjh. 

The Gliiof Justioo ditectud that tli'j re- 
plies to the intorrogatories aiibmiltod to 
Mr. Sproat aud Sir Johu Mucdonuki bu 
Toad. 

Mr. Robaon said that Hon. Dr. Tupjior 
-was also requested to answer' certain in- 
terrogatorioa. 
. , , Mr. Pooloy stated that no reply had 
been received from Dr. Tupper. 

The replies of Sir John Maodonald to 
the interrogatories was read. The right 
hon, gentleman stated that he had uo 
knowledge of anjr ofifer to sell the miuu 
to the Uanadinn Qovernuent bj DcCub 
mos. The following answer was road 
Q^Xcom^. Sproat: 

1 LoHDOli, No. 4 Limo Street Square, 
I June 10th, 187-i. 

Sir: — I have received this morning 
your letter of the 9th of May last with a 
memorandum and interrogatories in the 
matter of the Toxada Islaud Royal Coui- 
miasion and I reply as follows; 

J£j answer to the drit interrogatory is 
that neither Amor DeOosmos nor G. A. 
"Walkem nor any otherperson, male or fe- 
male, living or now dead, ever did nego- 
tiate, or oiler or attempt to enter upon 
any treaty with me or with any other per- 
son, so far as I know, oonccrniug any sak' 
or disposition or working of any lands or 
, .°',-.iron,DliQeB or minerals situateil on Tuxa- 
!»> itda Island in British Colunibiii, or of the 
■i''*_produeo of any such lauds, mines or iiiin- 
"■'■'''erals iu Texad'a Islaud aforesaid. 

My answer to the second interogatory 
is, so far as the said G. A. Walkcni is 
coucerned, that I novor saw this gentk:- 
man in my life, nor had any convoi balion 
with him, or any agent, or 'jirofesHi'd 
ngeni bf his, with the exception of a whort 
note enclosing a list of law books riH|uir- 
od by the Government, and expressing 
his opinion that my olhcial haud-bouk 
for emigrants was the best theory of the 
sort that was over -written. Noither iio 
; , nor any agent, nor ijrofesscd agent of his, 
■ 'eTer wrotetome, or spoke, or in any 
■•■ 'mariifer communicated with me, or with 
any other person or persons in my pre- 
sence, or that I know of, touching any 
Buoh mines or lauds as are mentioned in 
the first interrogatory or toucliing tlie 
produce of au^' such mines or lands, oi- 
touching any interest iu any suoli miiien, 
y <^s; lor prodaoe, or touohing tho t i 1 1 e 
thereto. 

My lortLer answer to tho spconil inter- 
rogatpry.is, so far as the saiil Amor !).,■ 
Cosmos is concerned, that having seen 
UOtiQ^sint^e Victoria newspapers of tiie 
disoOTe'iy'of iron oro on Toxada Jslaud 
and Jiaving hung up these notices in my 
office for the information of visitors, 1 
asked tho said Amor DeUosmos after he 
came hero, if it was a real or a bogus di s- 
covery, aud whether there waA a harbour 
at the i)lace, and whether ho eonlu give 
me any information beyond that contain- 
ed in tho public no\vsi)ai)ers, .so that 1 
might use such information iu the new 
edition of tho ollicial hand-hoo.k. This 
enquiry was made by me in my ofiice 
Jiore; but whether before witnesses or not 
I cannot remember, lie, .said AmOr De- 
Oosmos, replied that there was no mistake 
about the mine. He believed a harbour 
I oonld be made available. Tl;o oro Jie said 
" was good; it would bo a tine thing for ihe 
Province to. bave a good, iron mine, i( h 
eonld be worked. I was disai>i)oiuted at 
tho small amount of usoful informr.tioii 
which ho ooiikl give lue about tliis seem- 
ingly important discovery, and endeavor- 
ed, on another oooasiou, to gotsomethieg 
more out of' him, but without snceess. 
This other occasion was at the Langhaw 
,^ Hotel on the evening of tho day before lie, 
said Amor DeC'osmos.left London, aud no 
wituosses were present. I cannot exactly 
remember what passed on tiiis occasion; 
the conversation was generally as to the 
j)0ssibility of working au iron niino in 
British Columbia whore the wages are .m ; 
high. I remember mentioning the failure 
of similar attempts in Oregon, ami mute [ 
particularly in imow South Wales, in \. hiel] 
latter colony the iron layclose to e.ial ami ( 
liniostouo, and wages were lower llnin m 
Eritish Columbiu. Wo did not t.ilk lon;^' 
on tho subject, as it was diHirult to yi. t 
the said Amor DeCosmos to .sj/eak oi 
write much about anything except the 
graving dock, and the best way of getting 
money from tlio Imperial Govei-ninent. 

He said nothing to me about any iron 
company, or to show iliat he was mii'resl 
ed us an owner or agent of any niine in 
Texftda Island or elsowliero. Ho. seeuied 
to Bpeak of tlie matter us jf he had no jjer- 
sonal interest iu it, exceijt ua au ordinary 
mombor of tho public. I further remeru- 
her asking him to tell tho owners of coid 
or iron or otiier minnral lands in British 
Columbia, tliat so far as i knew, tho best 
way to sell such properties hero was to 

■- lemploy a, ningle agent with atuple written 
powers »nd elaborate iikef chos, plans, re- 
port", i5'i^.,d^Si'riptir.» 'if the properly. 
AfvViut; vague .eunaiiief: or hawking

dsmaging tho pro3j)eclB ot aa!o, I ftiatcil 
this for the purpoae of giving inform il ion 
to property owners in the I'rovinee', which 
experience had shown rae was neeileil, 
and not entirely without the hope o!i my 
part that it might lead to some legitimate 
husinoss for myself. I did not, however, 
ft8k Mr. DeCosmos to rncommend mo, nor 
did he say ho would, but ended tho oon- 
versation in his usual manner by asking 
where bo could see another graviug dock. 
I Boidi'as bo.was going to Scotland to see 
the Leitb and Greenock Dock8,and as the 
best day was Sunday, wo would go from
